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OUR TRIP DIARY 



October 23, 1960 (Sunday) 

A ready and anxious senior class gathered on the 
Wakarusa School grounds and prepared to board two 
Greyhound buses to leave on their long-awaited 
senior trip. Good byes, even a few tearful ones, were 
said to parents and friends, and a happy group of 
seniors, plus Mr. John Miller, the class sponsor, his 
wife, Maxine, Mr. and Mrs. Maynard Weaver, and two 
tour guides Bill Boersma and Ted Heckler, all of whom 
we were to become well-acquainted with before the 
trip ended, climbed into the buses and pulled out of 
Wakarusa at 4:17 p.m., Sunday afternoon. 

We rode all Sunday night, stopping every couple 
hours for rest stops. We won't try to deny the fact 
that we didn't get much sleep that first night.

At 8:00 a.m. we took a glass top bus tour to the 
United Nations Building, and were amazed at how 
modernistic it really is, after which we went to the 
Empire State Building. The wind was so strong on top 
of this building that we could hardly stand up. At 
10:00 a.m. we visited upper New York. This included 
Central Park, Millionaire's Row, and the homes of 
many celebrities. We had Tuesday p.m. free. Many 
of the girls went shopping, and many of the boys 



visited Greenwich Village in New York. Several of 
the students went to see the Johnny Carson Show. 
They planned to take a subway back to the hotel, 
but after riding on the subway for about an hour 
and still not reaching the correct street for them to 
get off, they gave up and called a taxi to get them 
back to the Henry Hudson Hotel. At 5:30 we left New 
York bound for Washington D.C., stopping on our 
route at Philadelphia. We arrived at the fabulous 
Sheraton Park Hotel in Washington about 1 1 :00 p.m., 
but many of our beds weren't made up until 2:00 that 
morning. 

October 26, 1960 (Wednesday) 

At 9:00 a.m. we made a tour of Capitol Hill, in- 
cluding the Supreme Court, and Capitol Building 
where we had our pictures taken. About 11:30 we 
ate lunch, after which we went to Arlington National 
Cemetery, where we witnessed the changing of the 
guard at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. After 
supper Wednesday we went to the Airport, Lincoln 
Memorial, and the impressive Wax Museum. 

October 27, 1960 (Thursday) 

We spent the entire morning sight-seeing at such 
places as Washington Monument, the White House, 
and the Bureau of Printing and Engraving. The money 
there looked good enough to take! In fact Mr. Weaver 
tried to convince us that they had given him a sample. 
After lunch we said good-bye to our beautiful hotel 
room with television and all, checked out of the hotel 
and headed for the F.B.I. Building, then to the Smith- 
sonian Institute, both of which proved to be very in- 
teresting. As we prepared to board our buses to leave 
Washington several little shoe shine boys began to 
crowd around us, asking to shine our shoes. Almost 
everyone stopped long enough to have their shoes 
shined. When we got on our buses the little boys 
began to sing and dance for us. It was a marvelous 
climax to our stay in our Nation's Capitol. 

October 28, 1960 (Friday) 

After an all night trip, through which most of us 
tried to sleep, we arrived in Wakarusa about 8:30 
Friday morning. We were an exhausted group of 
sponsors and students, but in our hearts and minds 
we carried precious memories, of each other, of the 
trip itself, of little funny incidents, actually of every- 
thing, that will linger with each of us forever, even as 
we leave Wakarusa School and make our different 
places in the world.
